Gay Games? Yes, you read it right—and if 
you're a Gay Games virgin like me, the concept of

an Olympic-esque event for homos might seem a 

CD little odd. At first glance, the premise sounds more 

like a Saturday Night Live skit than a legitimate 

sporting event. Just think of the comedy potential: judges rate the athletes on skill, speed 

and colour coordination; the directors administer gaydar tests to determine whether the 

participants are genuine queers; on-screen graphics tell us each competitors’ height, 

weight and whether they're tucked or untucked; the baton in the relay race is shaped 
like...well, you get the idea. 


A little exaggerated? Maybe, but considering the in-your-face nature of many of the 
world’s bigger gay gatherings, it’s not exactly an unreasonable assumption. The consensus 
among the uninformed seems to pin the Games as either a low-rent Olympics or a 
glorified Pride festival. In reality they are neither, nor are they an exercise in “Whatever 
breeders can do, we can do better”. If anything, the Games are an attempt to erase many 
of the above stereotypes and push the oft-forgotten concept that gay men and lesbians 
are, well, just like everyone else. 


The quadrennial Gay Games (for those of us who haven’t swallowed a dictionary 
lately, that means they take place every four years) are a very real competitive sporting 
event, where athletes from around the globe battle to achieve speeds, scores and wins for 
both themselves and their respective countries. Are there going to be any world records 
set? Perhaps not [although it has happened], but then again, that’s not the point. The 
entire purpose of the Games is to bring together people from all walks of life for one 
cultural athletic mega-event.

The diversity factor is by far the most unique aspect of the whole Gay Games 
experience, because it’s something you really won’t find anywhere else. It’s not an 
exclusive gathering of world-class athletes. It’s not a party-week for the upper classes. 
It’s not a mingling opportunity for the successful or the beautiful. Instead, it’s kind of like

a layman’s Olympics. Everyone from the C.E.O. of the company you work for to the dude 
who pours your coffee at Starbucks can participate, at least in theory. There’s no 
minimum standard required for entry—the only prerequisite is that entrants accept and 
support the ideals of the Games. 


The ideals in question revolve around the feel-good factor. According to the 
Federation of Gay Games, the purpose is “to foster and augment the self-respect of 
lesbians and gay men throughout the world and to engender respect and understanding 
from the non-gay world, primarily through an organized international participatory 
athletic and cultural event held every four years”. Loosely translated, it means the Games 
should help us love ourselves for who we are and encourage the rest of the world love 
us too. 


Sentimental stuff aside, though, some of the gay stereotypes will certainly prove true 
over the course of the Games, most notably the homosexual propensity to party. Over 
30,000 tickets will be sold for the welcome and farewell bashes, with thousands more 
available for other party nights throughout the week-long festivities. Inevitably, when you 
have thousands of gay men visiting one city at one time, drug stores and other purveyors 
of penile protection (wink, wink) will undoubtedly be doing pretty good business too, if 
you know what | mean. Of course, I’m not saying all the participants and spectators are 
out for an extended overseas shag-fest, but it'd be naive to suggest there won't be plenty 
of scoring of the non-sport variety going down (no pun intended) in Sydney. 


There are just over three months until the Sixth Gay Games officially kick off, and 
perhaps the most noteworthy aspect of the event, more than the medals, sports, parties 
and people, is the incredible growth the movement has achieved in such a short space of 
time. The Games began with just over a thousand athletes descending on San Francisco 
for the inaugural event in 1982, under the banner of Challenge. Four years later, San 
Francisco once again played host to the Games (this time, Triumph was the theme) before 
they began making their way around the globe, taking in Vancouver (Celebration 90), New 
York (Unity ‘94) and Amsterdam (Friendship ‘98). The 2002 Sydney Games, appropriately 
subtitled “Under New Skies”, will be the biggest to date, with more than 14,000 
participants—at least 500 will be Canadian—taking part in thirty different events. 


And hey, if the festivities planned for down under are anything to go by, just imagine 
the sheer scale of the party when the Games finally return to Canadian soil for Montreal 
in 2006. The countdown is on... W

A body to die for...

Just before the world faded to black for Morris 
Jones, there was an incessant ringing in his ears 
and a frightening numbness that spread through 
his body. 


Jones is one of thousands of gay men in Canada 
who suffer, often invisibly, from eating disorders. 


» ‘By the time | got to the hospital, | was 
; collapsing on a regular basis. | could barely walk a 
few steps. | was at risk of heart attack at any 
moment. My organs were all shutting down. A lot 
of this | didn’t know until later,” he says. Jones 
underwent treatment at the University of Alberta 
Hospital in Edmonton. Across Canada, an 
estimated 30,000 gay men suffer from anorexia 
nervosa and another !00,000 from some form of 


thirty pounds... started to walk everywhere | went,” he says.“| would only eat when | got 
to the point where | was blacking out...that went on for months,” 


His weight eventually plummeted to 117 pounds. 


O’Hagan believes that fad diets, restrictions and food avoidance only make things 
worse. “We know for a fact that dieting is one of the biggest triggers for eating disor- 
ders in both men and women. Men tend to be worried about shape and size and women 
about weight. Regardless of both of those things [they wrongly see] food and diet as the 
answer,’ she says. 


O’Hagan believes the real solution is a well balanced diet with a variety of foods. 
“Forget your weight—it’s not an indicator of anything, unless you’re not eating well or 
[not] working out regularly at a healthy level. We are very focused on weight conscious- 
ness and body consciousness rather than health,’ she says. “We're not only creating 
illness, we're causing death. The response | often get is ‘we already know that, what's 
new?’ Well what’s new is people are dying from it, and we don’t talk about that, and we 
need to.” 


People who do come forward for help face a long recovery, and many suffer perma- 
nent damage to their bones, teeth, eyes and cardiovascular systems. 


“Eating disorders are a coping strategy,’ O’Hagan says. “What we're trying to give 
people are new coping strategies for whatever it is they’re dealing with, and that takes 
years to learn. It also takes years to heal the pain of what caused the eating disorder in 
the first place. It’s usually never one cause, and that’s why there’s never one cure. From a 
recovery point of view, the good news is you can unlearn those behaviours, and people 

do recover. The bad news is a lot of people

for as many as | 1,000 of these men. 


“That’s staggering when you think 
about it, that that many people can die 
from a mental health illness, which we deal with often with a wink and a nod,” says Dr. 
Patricia O’Hagan, who heads BC’s Eating Disorders Resource Centre. “Anorexia has the 
highest mortality rate, over the long term, of any mental health illness in the world,” she 
adds. The death rate for anorexics is twenty percent. 


O’Hagan’s small clinic sits at the end of a daunting labyrinth of corridors in Vancouver’s 
sprawling St.Paul’s Hospital. Late Friday afternoon finds her so busy that she delays our 
appointed interview by thirty minutes. This comes as no surprise: more than five thousand 
people a year seek help here. 


“Getting someone motivated is the really hard part, and | think that’s the challenge in 
all therapy...the ideal is prevention...but we're [usually] talking about intervention to 
prevent death,” says O’Hagan. 


Jones agrees. “I knew that I'd completely lost control of it, that there was no way | was 
going to be able to recover on my own. It was the fear of death that made me go and say 
| have to have some help.” 


Many men are reluctant to seek help, because eating disorders have been seen as a 
women’s issue since they first appeared in medical literature in the eighteenth century. 
But with fashion and beauty marketing aimed more and more at men, that’s changing. The 
trend is even more pronounced in the gay community, where Jones says everyone’s 
expected to look like an underwear model. 


“We have a different sense of aesthetic; the competition is far more fierce. Then we're 
bombarded with these images of what we're supposed to look like. Every day of our 
lives—on television, on billboards, in magazines.” 


Gay males, often unquestioningly politically correct, can be surprisingly prejudiced 
when it comes to body image. 


“We instantly judge everyone we see. Everyone has their own grading system.” Jones 
observes. “As we walk down the street, we are judging each and every person that we 
pass, on whether they’d make a good sex partner, or whether they look good in those 
jeans, or whether they could do with losing ten pounds. We judge everyone we see...and 
we don’t even know their name.” 


Jones, who once packed 320 pounds on his six-foot frame, has experienced this often 
unspoken disapproval. It almost killed him, as he tried to conform to impossible 
standards. “Over a number of years | slowly brought my weight down by twenty pounds, 
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suffer from anorexia nervosa and another 
100,000 from some form of bulimia.”

Jones (who now weighs in at a healthy 
172 pounds) understands his fight is far 
from over. “It really comes down to a 
couple of choices. Either I’m going to be sick for the rest of my life—and I’m going to

From all accounts, the 2002 edition of the Gay Games in Sydney is going to be the most 
spectacular the world has seen in the event’s twenty-year history. With an estimated total 
of 14,000 participants expected to take part in the Games’ various sporting events, the 
success of Sydney 2002 is almost guaranteed. But athletics are only a part of the story, 
as the Games will also benefit from a full roster of cultural events that will capture the 
interest of competitor and spectator alike. 


Beyond such sporting events as Swimming, Triathalon, Cycling, Ice Hockey and 
Wrestling, Gay Games 2002 offers participants a chance to compete in a variety of artistic 
and non-sporting events as well.

Those 
who prefer to showcase their skills in a more direct limelight will be tempted by the Gay 
Games Open Stage, a venue geared specifically toward budding performers in the global 
GLBT community 


Some of the biggest highlights of Sydney 2002’s cultural component, however, will occur 
outside a competitive arena and will surely tempt anyone within flying distance of Down 
Under. 


For over four decades, Bea Arthur has shown her mettle as an outstanding entertainer 
and, in later years, a great friend to the GLBT community. Best known for her work as 
the title character in Norman Lear’s groundbreaking ‘70s series Maude, Arthur is also 
familiar for her role as Dorothy on The Golden Girls and her turn as Vera Charles in both 
the Broadway and Lucille Ball film version of Mame (she won a Tony for her efforts in the 
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former). Just in time for Gay Games 2002, Arthur will make her Australian debut with 
And Then There’s Bea, direct from a wildly successful run on Broadway. With the assistance 
of longtime collaborator Billy Goldberg on piano, this show-biz icon regales her audience 
with tales of her life in television and the theatre, liberally peppered with asides about 
famous friends and memorable moments. Songs that highlight her Broadway career will 
also figure prominently.

OUTPOST MONTREAL

Artist Hermés makes 
the world go “pop” 
with his colourful work 

The 2002 Festival des Arts is in its third year of bringing 


together professional and amateur artists from across Canada to Montréal’s gay Village 
to display their work. While most of the artists are visual—painters, sketchers, 
photographers and sculptors—there is a growing number of performance artists and 
musicians featured as well. Paul Haince, President of the Association des Commergants 
et Professionnels du Village (ACPV), has organized the Festival since its inception in 2000. 
“If you want to bring people into the Village, you go through the arts,” he says. “We 
decided to do our event at the same time as Jazz Fest—there are a lot people [in 
Montréal] for the music, and they come here and see art. It’s a nice complement.” Still 
in its infancy, the Festival des Arts is growing rapidly—the number of artists is expected 

to go from 150 to over 300 in 2003. 
j Last year there were 200,000 
m@ visitors, and this year attendance 
| was expected to top 250,000. (Later 
estimates put the actual number at 
300,000). 


The Festival stretched down rue 
Ste. Catherine—ten blocks of 
painters, penises, beer and sunshine. 
This may be Montréal, but it’s still 
considered risqué to display artistic 
| portrayals of sexuality out on the 

street as Mom and Dad take an 

afternoon stroll with les enfants. “The reaction has been very 
says artist Ricardo Olivares, whose drawings depict a dark, surreal 


positive overall,” 
sensuality, employing images of religion, animals, vampirism and nudity. “You get a few 
people who look, and then quickly walk away, but many people have questions and 
respond well. What interests me is having conversations with them, to see what they 


think and what they see.” It was novel and encouraging to see parents allowing their 
children to experience art of all kinds, including that which showed nudity and sensuality, 
and | suspect that has to do with the less-rigid attitudes Quebecois have toward sexuality, 
and their accepting attitudes toward gays and lesbians in general. Undoubtedly, some 
passers-by will be shocked (I saw one elderly French woman tearing a strip off an artist 
who had a piece featuring a shaven vagina), but overall this event is seen as good for the 
arts, the Village and Montréal. 


As might be expected, there were many paintings of naked men and women, but there 
was a vast range of subjects and media that encompassed other themes. A great deal of 
what is produced by gay or gay-friendly artists is a spiritual expression, often from a 
playful and irreverent perspective. The diversity of the participants was reflected in their 
work—campy Hermeés and his knee-deep pop-tart-art take on Wallpaper* style and 9/11, 
the subconscious dreamworld of Niska’s light and organic forms, the placid pluck of 
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Nathalie Gilbert’s ‘Pourquoi Pas?’, the honesty of Yvon Goulet’s unclothed, unpolished, 
unapologetic bears, the goofy charm of Richard Champagne’s impressionistic tricycles. 
Whether it was on the street or in the temporary art-space overlooking Ste. Catherine, 
the point of the Festival is to “get 
the art out of the galleries and 
into the streets”, according to 
Haince, where people have a 
chance to see art in an informal 
setting they are comfortable with 
rather than the exclusivity of an 
art gallery.

charge of coordinating it all. | was able to catch David Adkin, executive producer of MLT, 
during a very hectic day, to talk about MLT and Leather Ball. Of MLT, David states, “It’s more 
organized than many other leather communities in North America”. Each year the member- 
ship elects a board of directors, organizes Leather Ball and the MLT contest, as well as 
fundraises throughout the year for a charity, which is chosen by the MLT titleholder. MLT 
incorporated itself a few years ago as a not-for-profit company and is progressing further to 
bring the leather community together. Leather 
Ball, which brings travellers from all over North 
America, Adkin says, is different from a circuit | 
party in many ways. “It’s really a community | 
event...and it has that other element to it, which 
makes it a focused event, in terms of theme and 
the energy of the party. It’s very sexual and | 
sensual...people have remarked how much friend- 
lier the leather crowd is to the circuit party crowd 
it’s not as clique-y.”

Margaret Cho is a thoroughly unpleasant 
young woman. Bless ‘er. People talk about 
the gift of laughter; if that’s true, then Ms 
Cho is the Santa Claus of fag hags. And, in 


highest compliment | can give. 


Notorious C.H.O. is a live recording of the 
comedian’s performance at New York’s 
Carnegie Hall, and it captures the spirit of 
both Cho and the spontaneity of a 
performer at the top of her game going out 
and “killing”. For those who do know her 
(she truly is notorious in many gay circles, 
and pops up frequently as a guest on 
gay.com), the CD is classic Cho. For this 
performer, the word “boundary” doesn’t 
even exist: material runs the gamut from 
hypothetical men’s menstrual woes and 
pornography to fisting and muff-diving. 


Though all of her material—even the 
dirtiest—shines, it is when Cho shares her 
perfect mimic’s ear with her audience that 
her true comic genius breaks through. 
Whether it’s a bubbleheaded colonic irriga- 
tion hydrotherapist or a black teenaged 
drag queen or her own very Korean 
mother, her impersonations are bang-on, 
brutal and hysterically funny. It is in her 
tributes to “Mommy” that Cho demon- 
strates she has a firm grasp on the alchemy 
principle of comedy, turning the leaden 
reality of everyday life into something 
glorious and golden. 


On average, Notorious C.H.O. offers at 
least one really good laugh per minute over 
an hour-and-a-half on two CDs. Ninety 
great laughs in one sitting? It’s a bargain at 
any price. The first disk is the longer of the 
two, and focuses primarily on Cho's signa- 
ture “gloves off” comedy, superbly deliv- 
ered. The second disk marks a slight 
change in mood for the comedian, and 
highlights Cho’s more introspective and 
political sides. Make no mistake, the 
material is still funny but there is an edge to 
it, a bitterness that goes far beyond 
flippancy and humour into something much 
more relevant and vital. The second 
segment culminates in a fantastic grin- and 
goosebump-inspiring “Self Esteem Rant” 
that proves, beyond a shadow of a doubt, 
that the best humour the 
raunchiest—is a perfect blend of misery, 
wisdom and an unselfish willingness to 
open up and bleed for the benefit of others. 
Notorious C.H.O. is a showcase of an 
amazingly talented comic, one who loves 
her audience and inspires the same from 
them. Go out and get itnow. W

The debate 
swung into the big spotlight yet again on July 12th, when the Ontario Divisional Court ruled 
in a landmark decision that the denial of gay marriage is in violation of the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms. The ruling came about as a result of a legal challenge launched when the 
Ontario government refused to register the unions of Kevin Bourassa and Joe Varnell, and 
Elaine and Anne Vautour. Both couples were married by Rey. Brent Hawkes in Toronto's 
Metropolitan Community Church on January |4th of 2001. Does this mean, then, that “his ‘n’ 
his” monogrammed towels are far off in the bridal gift department? Only time—and the 
courts—will tell.

In Alberta, Premier Ralph Klein was quick to express his displeasure with the ruling and 
assured “conservative” (that could be with both an upper- and lower-case ‘c’) Albertans that 
gay marriage will not be a reality in the province—at least not on his watch. The sentiment 
was echoed by Alberta Justice Minister Dave Hancock shortly thereafter, who said the 
Province would even go so far as to invoke the notorious “notwithstanding clause” if neces- 
sary in order to prevent gay marriages. 


The reluctance of both Klein and Hancock to recognize the significance of committed gays 
and lesbians being able to marry comes as little surprise to those who live in Alberta’s collec- 
tive gay community. Minister Sheila Copps, who is responsible for Heritage and 
Multiculturalism in Canada, surprised many when she went on record as saying that, in her 
view, same-sex unions were OK. “1 don’t think that from the point of view of equality we 
should be prohibiting anybody from entering into a legal contract if they choose to be 
together,’ Copps said to a group informally gathered at Money-Pennies Eatery and Bar in 
Calgary on July 23rd. The fact that a federal civil servant such as Copps, who is open in her 
support of the GLBT community under the umbrella of Multiculturalism, made such a state- 
ment openly is an obvious boost in lending a bit of credence to the argument for gay marriage. 
Copps joined a group of roughly forty people—members of Calgary's gay and lesbian commu- 
nity, business owners, political activists and leaders of GLBT organizations among them—for 
an unstructured discussion of the role of government in the multicultural landscape of Canada. 
Other politicians and members of groups such as Leadership Calgary were also in the ranks. 


A poll on gay marriage recently commissioned by Liberals brought to light some surprising 
results on the issue. The Pollara-conducted survey indicated that acceptance of same-sex 
unions is more a matter of generational viewpoints than anything else. According to the poll, 
sixty-five percent of Canadians between the ages of twenty-five and thirty-four favour 
expanding the definition of marriage to include gays and lesbians, as do sixty-one percent of 
those between eighteen and thirty-four. The older generations were less enthusiastic about 
the prospect, with only twenty-eight percent of people sixty-five and over giving a nod to 
same-sex unions; however, the split between “for” and “against” was an even fifty-fifty split in 
those between the ages of forty-five and fifty-four. 


Has the time come for committed, long-term gay and lesbian couples across Canada to 
start registering their favourite china patterns? Maybe not, but given the way things are going, 
it couldn’t hurt for them to pick a few out. That is, provided they do not live in the province 
of Alberta. W

It might have been called “Songs from Sea to Sea”, as the quadrennial Canadian Gala Festival 
(held in Toronto this past June) celebrated the talent, humour and diversity of the people of 
this country through the voices and hearts of the GLBT community—from the Vancouver 
Men’s Chorus to the Maritimes’ Women Next Door. 


Opening night, the audience was treated to a warm musical welcome with concert sets 
from all four Toronto choruses: Forte, Iris, Rainbow Voices and Singing Out!. Michael Bouzane, 
conductor of Rainbow Voices, regaled the audience with stories of the chorus’ experience,

Pier (use your imagination-they did!); Prairie Pride Chorus from Regina performing Watershed 
Stories, a magnificent and moving work composed and conducted by their artistic director 
David L. McIntyre (and the two standing ovations the audience gave Prairie Pride—one after 
their performance, and one as the chorus resumed their seats in the theatre); the tremendous 
energy, wit and enthusiasm of Jonathan Welch, 
Music Director for the Sydney Gay & Lesbian 
Choir, who flew in from Sydney to conduct the 
Men's Festival Chorus and promote participation 
in the Festival Chorus at the Gay Games in Sydney, 
Australia, this November.

Testimonials from 
several contributors encouraged the audience to open their hearts—and wallets—to raise 
funds in support of the continuation of the Canadian GALA Festival, which has become a 
significant national event. And contribute they did: Monday morning, just before the perform- 
ances of the three Festival Choruses, Zwozdesky announced that over $20,000 had been 
raised to help defray expenses for this year’s event. More funds will be required to support 
the next festival, which will take place in Vancouver in 2006.

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TELEVISION REVIEW

Pil admit up front...!’'m a documentary 
junkie. 

PrideVision carries a whack of entertain- 
ment programming, ranging from campy fun 
to overblown musical spectacle. But for 
me, the cost of digital channels becomes 
worthwhile when | can watch a documen- 
tary showing our history, or profiling a 
member of our community. When the 
person or events are Canadian, so much 
the better. 


So as | first glanced at the tape of Jim 
Loves Jack | was already looking forward to 
what appeared to be a true love story. As 
the tape rolled, it soon became apparent 
this program is so much more. It’s a love 
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story, a political story, and the tale of how 
one man’s refusal to stay quiet helped 
change life for gay men everywhere. 


James Egan is one of those names that 
floats in the subconscious. Familiar in a 
misty remembrance of something you 
should know but can’t quite recall. So you 
watch, and you learn about two 
remarkable men. One because of 
his need to stand and shout his 
convictions; the other because of 
his humanity, love and dedication. James 
Egan would likely be shocked at the title, 
but he can be fairly called Canada’s first gay 
activist. This isn’t because he marched 
waving a rainbow flag, and not because he 
ran for any public office (a concept he’d 
likely find repugnant). 

James Egan wrote a letter. 

As a young boy growing up, he was one 
of those who knew early on that he was 
attracted only to other men. And as he 
quite openly states, there was never any 
question of shame, denial or railing against 
his inner yearnings. To James, it was 
perfectly natural and nothing to be 
ashamed of. 


As the 1940s rolled in to the 1950s, that 
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was not conventional wisdom. | suppose it 
helps that James Egan is anything but 
conventional. Remember, these were the 
days when simply being gay was illegal, 
when going to a club where men danced 
together meant the risk of a police raid and 
the life-destroying publicity it brought. 
Homosexuality was considered a sort of 
mental illness, a deviant activity which had 
to be punished and perhaps cured. 


James Egan was having none of it. And 
the more he saw the raids and read the 
newspaper pieces denouncing homosexu- 
ality, the closer he got to speaking out. 
Finally, he wrote his first letter, calling for an 
end to the targeting of gay men by police. 
Then another, and another, and soon he 
became regularly quoted on the issue as 
someone who demanded nothing less that 
to be allowed to live the life of his choosing. 
He argued, clawed, shouted and railed for 
years—a small but persistent public voice, 
which gave voice to everything the rest 
were too afraid to say. It was a remarkable 
first chapter in a life too full to describe in 
detail here. Suffice to say, James Egan went 
through many public and private phases. 


Today, he’s best known as half of the 
couple which fought for gay partners to 
have the same pension rights as hetero- 
sexual couples. Ultimately, his court battles 
led to the recent Supreme Court decision 
that sexual orientation must be included 
Canadian human rights legislation. It was a 
landmark the rest of us are only now 
starting to feel the effects of. Gay marriage, 
gay pensions and total gay equality are the 
legacy of James Egan’s decades of fighting 
for recognition that above all, love doesn’t 
care about sexual orientation, so neither 
should society. 


And Jack? What about the other name in 
the title? 


For all of James’ years of battling oppres- 
sion, his relationship with Jack Nesbit was 
the foundation for his strength and contin- 


uing need to improve life for all gay men. 
The pair met as young men and, through it 
all, stayed in love. Where Jim wrote, fought, 
argued and made trouble, Jack loved, 
nurtured, created homes and generally was 
the human face of the fight. Jim was the 
action, but Jack was the reason. And this is 
where Jim Loves Jack shows its remarkable 
acuity. A lesser documentary would have 
simply focused on James Egan’s life as an 
activist. It’s certainly full enough for such a 
profile. But this program has the wisdom 
to put humanity and personal relationships 
on an equal footing. 


We see photographs of the young men, 
alone and together, and watch them fall in 
love and grow old. 


As one man says in introducing Jack at an 
event, the couple have been together for 
more than forty-five years. “Do you know 
what that is in gay years? It’s forever!” Jack 
is hailed and respected every bit as much 
for the qualities he brings to the relation- 
ship. They admit to having little in common 
besides dogs, the love of friends and home, 
and especially their love for each other. 
And it’s clear that Jack’s need to provide 
that foundation is what keeps him vital as 
he grows older. The portrayal isn’t of an 
activist who happens to be in a relationship 
with an unfortunate homebody. 


Ultimately, this is an intimate look at a 
couple very much in love, and how that 
love made possible the struggle which is 
only just today resulting in a new life for all 
gay men—single or in relationships. Jim 
Loves Jack lets its subjects speak. It provides 
the foundation of history to understand 
their motivations through the years. But it’s 
clear in its use of first-person interviews 
and observation—this is a piece about 
people, not just politics. It’s this humanity, 
done clearly and with respect, which make 
Jim Loves Jack a remarkable achievement.

Michael—aptly named, 
for he practices law—is an active member of the Winnipeg gay 
community and now that there is a gay mayor in the 
form of Glen Murray, he won't hear a word said 
against him. In fact, he has worked on Murray’s 
council election campaigns since 1993 and fully

“Politically, | guess I’m in the centre and | once told Glen, who was a backer of the NDP 
that based on his views | thought he ought to be in the Liberal Party,’ Law says. “Glen Murray 
kept his promise to lower property taxes and he’s well on the way to rejuvenating the inner 
city, so | have no doubt he'll get re-elected on his record.” 


Law, now thirty-three, says he was chief organizer for Murray in the city’s western suburbs 
during the last mayoral race and he'll be happy to volunteer again. Asked if the mayor has 
any weaknesses, Law has to ponder for a long time. “I guess you could say he occasionally 
gets too emotional in public, but | can’t think of any other criticism,” he says. 


Law is strongly involved with the Liberal Party and hasn’t ruled out running for office 
himself one day. In the meantime he keeps busy with his law practice and has carved out 
something of a niche market for GLBT issues. Once a month he gives a free legal clinic at 
Winnipeg’s Rainbow Resource Centre, offering advice on everything from making a will to 
partnership breakups. His law firm encourages him to be active in the GLBT community and 
he takes pride in his community connections, serving on the boards of Sum Quod Sum, which 
owns the building housing Happenings Social Club. He is also an active member of the Lamda 
Business Association and has served on the board of the AIDS Shelter Foundation. He’ an 
organizer of the Goldenboys Volleyball League and rarely misses a Friday night's practice, 
since it helps him unwind from dossiers and law courts. He lives with his younger, non-gay 
brother Dave and has no live-in partner, though he does have a twenty-year-old American 
boyfriend, a volleyball enthusiast, who often visits. In July, Law played in a gay North American 
volleyball tournament in Madison, Wisconsin. He is also involved with organizing a new 
Winnipeg sports club for gays and lesbians. 


He says he knew he was gay by Grade 8 and used to have a big crush on the drummer in 
the Brady Bunch. He consciously decided not to come out until after graduation and he took 
little active role in gay politics while at university. The son of a railwayman, now retired to 
Kelowna, B.C., he originally decided to pursue a science education, thinking he might become 
a doctor. “I soon realized my favourite subject was really English, so | shifted into the Arts 
and did political science,’ he says.‘‘] have a keen interest in politics and eventually | took my 
law degree at the University of Manitoba.” 


He slowly came out to all his friends and, in 1989, finally told his parents, who have 
accepted his orientation well. Being a gay lawyer is quite an advantage because many GLBT 
people prefer dealing with a professional who understands where they're coming from. 
“They don’t want to waste time educating professionals who may have a bias or not under- 
stand the issues around being gay,’ he says. “If a gay couple wants to buy a home together 
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they might get an odd look from a straight lawyer, but they know that no eyebrows will be 
raised when dealing with me.” 


He believes the legal recognition of gay and lesbian marriage by the state is inevitable and 
just a matter of time: “Politicians are afraid of some kind of backlash but many of my straight 
colleagues and peers have no problem it. In some ways the public is ahead of the legislators.” 


Law says the Gay and Lesbian Issues section of the Manitoba Bar Association has about 
thirty members and he’s quite active in it. They hold regular meetings to discuss family law 
and other matters and they have made presentations at the Legislature. He is also on a similar 
committee with the Canadian Bar Association and in August will become senior co-chair of 
the section. The group has made submissions to Parliament on several issues affecting gays 
and lesbians, including Bill C-23 and the new Immigration Act. 


Though new legislation puts gay couples on the same legal footing as common law hetero- 
sexual couples, there are still hurdles about bringing a foreign partner into Canada. Proof of 
co-habitation or joint bank accounts becomes a problem because in Colombia, lraq and parts 
of Africa, homosexuality is still illegal. 


“We have addressed this problem in providing proof and | think the new immigration legis- 
lation will make allowances for these problems,” he says. “lam optimistic the legislation will 
be passed soon and it will become much easier to legally bring a same-sex partner into 
Canada.” 


Another of Law’s roles has been working with the Police Liaison Committee, a group that 
acts as a conduit for educating police on GLBT issues and resolving issues. One result was 
that a police recruitment booth, staffed by a male and female officer, was set up at this year’s 
Gay Pride parade. When not at work or meetings, Michael can be found at the gym and, on 
most summer weekends, at the beach. He describes himself as a very social person and 
absolutely loves karaoke. “I love doing all the songs of Destiny’s Child,” he laughs. 


Though he’s pleased with the great social and legal progress of the GLBT community in 
large cities, he cautions that we must not lose sight of sisters and brothers in smaller commu- 
nities that may be less tolerant or open. “Life isn’t a bowl of cherries for them,” he says, “and 
the battle to educate people must continue.” W

It’s kind of like being all dressed up and having 
nowhere to go. Several months ago, a photographer affil- 
iated with Outlooks received accreditation to cover the 
2002 Gay Games down in Sydney. Now, due to a change 
in travel plans, our designated photographer is unable to 
attend the event—although the media accreditation 
remains in place. 


Over the next month (or so, if necessary), we would 
like to hear from readers who are booked to go to the 
Games and would like to take on the responsibility of 
capturing Sydney 2002 on film. We would prefer that the individual be a spectator only, 
as the committment would be too great for a Games participant to accommodate in their 
own schedule. It goes without saying that reliability and punctuality are two qualities that 
are absolutely essential for accepting the media accreditation. 


Photographic experience is, of course, a prerequisite, although there is no need for 
applicants to have a specifically professional background in this area. The bottom line is 
that we need someone reliable with an ability to take decent pictures for our post-Games 
coverage. Period. A higher quality digital camera (i.e.3.3 megapixels) would be ideal, as 
shots could be “filed” by e-mail as they are taken. However, a regular “point-and-shoot” 
(we call several of the ones we use “idiot cameras”) would suffice, provided the film can 
be processed in Sydney and brought back through airport x-ray machines as finished 
prints. All hard film costs will be reimbursed and an honourarium will be paid for the 
photographer's time. It should also be pointed out that applicants need not live in the 
Calgary area; this offer is open to interested parties in any of Outlooks’ distribution 
markets across Canada. Anyone interested in this position should contact us either by e- 
mail (editor@outlooks.ab.ca) or snail-mail (see the masthead on pg. 6) with their qualifi- 
cations and travel itinerary, along with a few examples of their photographic work (decent 
snaps are more than welcome). W

The City of Brotherly Love. With a rep like 
that, it's a wonder we haven't discovered it 
already. Philadelphia must be the most under- 
appreciated destination on the East Coast. Less 
than two hours from both New York City and 
Washington, D.C., Philly is too often overlooked 
as a destination, especially for the gay traveller. 
Even Pittsburgh has more of a gay cachet thanks 
to the gritty series Queer As Folk. 


But Philadelphia is even more rife with 
history than Washington—remember, it was the 
first capital of the United States—and, though it 
can’t compete with the nightlife of New York, it 
has a charming range of gay options and a range 
of new benefits for travellers of all orientations.

The gay scene is intermingled throughout the downtown core, 
known as Centre City. Philadelphia is a model of urban living and 
meandering down a quiet street of rowhouses can sometimes lead 
to an unexpected discovery. The revolutionary-era Camac Street hides the bustling piano bar 
Tavern on Camac, where a visitor is welcomed to the sing-along atmosphere like an old friend. 
Piano bars remain very much in vogue on the East Coast, it seems, though they are clearly not 
everyone's cup of tea. 


At the other end of the spectrum is the “gay luxe lounge”, Bump, located on 13th and 
Locust, which was so overwhelmingly hip | was able to absorb my annual limit of coolness and 
progressive house within minutes of both my arrival and my departure. 


In between is the full range of gay establishments. There is something about North 
American gay bars that is at once disorienting and routinely familiar. It seems no matter what 
city one finds oneself in, the bars—each with their distinct attitude 
(pretentious/leather/piano/cruisy)—are remarkably similar. While this could be construed as 
derivative or overly generic, it can also be oddly comforting in a strange town. 


Torontonians will recognize the name Woody’s, though the Philly incarnation is a bit more 
leathery and cruisy than what they may be used to. Uncles attracts an older crowd; Sister's 
attracts the chicks. (We are family. Get it?) 


The 12th Air Command is a multilevel bar with different atmospheres and an outdoor deck, 
although on the night | visited, all eyes were glued to TV screens, where Queer As Folk was 
playing. 

Perhaps because it is dwarfed by neighbouring New York, Philly’s gay community seems to 
have only recently come into its own. Nevertheless, in addition to Pride Day in early June, the 
city is also host to PrideFest America, annually in April or May, an event preceding most East 
Coast Pride celebrations that attracts national and regional organizations for a week of events. 


The city harbours some of the world’s finest art collections, including Philadelphia Museum 
of Art, the Rodin Museum and the Barnes Foundation—a suburban gallery that is one of the 
world’s largest private collections of art. 


The American dollar being what it is, many of us are deterred by the cost of crossing the 
border. Like any major city, Philadelphia doesn’t come cheap. Nevertheless, with a little 
exploring online, | managed to save some greenbacks. | booked one night at the Park Hyatt 
Philadelphia at the Bellevue through Hotwire.com, an Internet booking company that special- 
izes in hotels and car rentals. The Park Hyatt is one of Philly’s top hotels and the room | stayed 
in for $187US per night had a rack rate of $259US.The bizarre odyssey of actually finding the 
front desk of the hotel (it’s on the | 9th floor) was assuaged when the deskman handed me a 
glass of champagne on my arrival. 


Though my hotels were high-end, Hotwire has similar or greater savings on all range of 
rooms. 


| also spent a few nights at the gorgeous Sheraton Rittenhouse Square, which faces one of 
the lively green spaces that help define the city. (Designed by the Quaker William Penn, the 
city is oriented around four distinct squares.) The Sheraton property is the first hotel in the 
United States to bill itself as an environmentally friendly hotel. That means, among other things, 
that the air you breathe has been filtered, the bedclothes are made from organic cotton, the 
wallcoverings are low in “volatile organic compounds” (there’s something else for you to 
worry about) and non-toxic detergents are used in the laundry. Don’t be deterred: if you 
didn’t know it was good for you, this hotel would still count among one of the most luxurious 
you’ve ever visited. 


For the budget-conscious Canadian, Philadelphia has a lot to offer. Many of the historic 
attractions are free. The Liberty Bell is the most famous landmark, but Philly is also home to 
Independence Hall, where America really began, Betsy Ross House (which has been commer- 
cialized into something out of Disneyland) and Elfreth’s Alley, the oldest residential street in 
the country. (Oh yeah, there’s no sales tax on clothing in Pennsylvania, which makes for a 
slightly less daunting attack on the Canadian dollar.) 


For attractions that do cost money, there are some great options for reducing expenses, 
including the Citypass, which permits entry to five attractions for one price of US$28.50. The 
Citypass will get you into the Philadelphia Zoo, the Franklin Institute Science Museum (Ben 
Franklin is practically Philly’s human mascot), Independence Seaport Museum, the Academy of 
Natural Sciences and the Philadelphia Trolley Tour. The latter is a guided tour with on/off privi- 
leges. 


Another bargain is the Phlash downtown visitors’ shuttle. Running every 10-13 minutes 
(depending on the time of year) the distinctive purple buses hit practically everything the 
tourist wants to see in the city for a flat day-long rate of US$4, with endless on/off privileges. 


It should be noted, however, that despite the plethora of transportation options, Centre 
City Philadelphia is one of the most walkable areas you're ever likely to visit. If you’re in a 
hurry to get somewhere, by all means take the Phlash or a taxi, but so much of the city’s charm 
is in the unexpected beauty of the seventeenth- and eighteenth-century Federalist architec- 
ture and the exuberant street life of a great city. 


Philadelphians are rightfully proud of the newly opened Kimmel Centre, where | saw a top- 
notch performance by the Philadelphia Symphony. 


The Kimmel Centre is adjacent to Avenue B, a new destination restaurant where | ate 
before the performance. Other than cheesesteak (don’t ask!) Philadelphia has not been 
known as a culinary hotspot. That has all changed now as, inexplicably, a couple of hotshot 
chefs have opened some of North America’s chicest and most innovative new dining options. 
The foodie-entrepreneur Neil Stein’s flagship is a contemporary Italian room.| had drinks and 
starters at his Continental Restaurant and Martini Bar, including such martinis as the Buzz 
Aldrin (made with Tang), crab dumplings in green curry sauce and lobster mashed potatoes. 
Located in an old American diner, its decor is kitschy and, therefore, unpretentious, something 
that cannot be said of the stark coolness of Buddakan, the nearby establishment by one of the 
city’s other stellar foodies, Stephen Starr. For a taste of the past, City Tavern is an historic 
recreation of an early American dining experience and well worth a visit. The Reading Terminal 
Market has East Coast treasures from the sea and the farm. The Famous Fourth Street 
Delicatessen offers Jewish traditional favourites. 


Though there is an enormous amount to keep one’s attention in Philadelphia, one shouldn’t 
miss the opportunity to get out of the city limits, either. There is the Amish country in nearby 
Lancaster County though, for our people, a trip to New Hope, on the Delaware River, is an 
absolute must. | admit | had never heard of the place, which is about an hour out of town in 
Pennsylvania’s Bucks County, near where George Washington famously crossed the Delaware. 
A few decades ago, it attracted a range of artists, among them the predictable variety of gay 
boys and girls. It has now become a destination for city-stuffed queers. Last Memorial Day 
weekend, the charming streets, shops and restaurants were lees with gay and straight 
travellers. Like other small towns on the gay F 
map (Provincetown, Key West, Guerneville) it 
has quality restaurants in quantities far dispro- 
portionate to its year-round population. 


| had stunning crab cakes at a restaurant 
called Havana. Incidentally, for American history 
buffs, the restaurant is in the same building 
where the former vice-president Aaron Burr 
hid out after killing Alexander Hamilton in a 
duel at dawn. 


For an afternoon excursion, | rode the 
historic New Hope and lvyland Railroad, an 
hour-long tour through the countryside on 
tracks that helped build the American north- f 
east. The evening was whiled away on the decks 
of the town’s two jam-packed gay bars.

ISSUES

“Is being gay a choice?” This has to be the world’s favourite question about sexual orien- 
tation, and despite the question being posed over and over and over again, it’s still being 
asked. Worse, you'd think that by now, they would have at least gotten the question right, 
but the question of “choice” is still being phrased completely inappropriately. ABC’s recently 
aired five-part special A Matter of Choice? is a typical example of how the issue is misrepre- 
sented in the media. 


Usually, “Is being gay a choice” is posed as the opposite of “Is being gay genetic?” This 
conflates two completely different issues. A behaviour can be entirely learned—with no 
genetic components—and still not be a “choice”. One's native language, walking, toilet 
training, and phobias are all behaviours that humans learn after being born, but are not 
considered “optional” nor subject to conscious decision-making. 


Moreover, the deeper scientists look into the question of “nature vs. nurture” the more 
the division simply becomes arbitrary and irrelevant. Genetics and learning are two ends of 
exactly the same spectrum. The same behaviours in one species can be genetically specified, 
and in another be completely learned. Humans take a couple of years to learn to walk but 
horses and other large ungulates practically fall out of the womb and start running. There 
are some birds that have to learn the songs that they sing from their families as they are 
raised, but other kinds of birds can be completely isolated from birth and will still grow up 
to sing the same songs as the rest of their species. Genes are efficient; learning is more 
flexible. The balance any species comes to is a combination of chance and the cost/benefit 
analysis that evolution has worked out for them. 


To complicate the matter further, there’s also variation within a species; we always seem 
to implicitly assume that the reason someone exhibits a characteristic or behaviour will be 
the same from person to person. Beyond some well-understood characteristics like blood 
type or eye-colour, this is highly unlikely. Take autism for example. Children can be born with 
autism, but there are also cases of children acquiring the disorder up to age five or so. 
Everything from genetics to inoculations to milk allergies have been implicated as causes. 
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Ultimately, it has been impossible to tie autism down to a single cause. Studies of identical 
twins—siblings that have exactly the same DNA—show that if one twin is autistic the other 
has about a sixty percent chance of also being autistic. That's a pretty strong correlation— 
much stronger than chance—but obviously genetics cannot be the whole story. If genetics 
were the sole cause there would be a hundred percent chance. It’s probably the case that 
there are genetic factors to autism and there are environmental factors. Both play a larger 
or lesser role from individual to individual. 


Homosexuality is more like autism than eye-colour. Twin studies show the same pattern 
as autism—there is a strong correlation between genetics and sexual orientation but not 
enough of one to conclude that homosexuality is caused by genetics. Again, it's much more 
likely the case that there are genetic factors and environmental factors that vary from 
individual to individual, and, like weights being placed on a balance, eventually enough factors 
come together to tip the scale. This matches individual reports too: like many gay people, | 
realized that | was “different” at a very young age (around four), but | know people who 
swear specific events in their adolescence or teens “made them gay”. There’s no reason to 
doubt either experience. It’s well within the realm of possibility that some people have a 
stronger genetic predisposition to homosexuality than others; some people might be born 
gay, others might need environmental catalysts. Either way, would we call it a choice? I’ve 
heard people say that they “became gay” but I’ve never heard anyway say that they “decided 
to be gay”. 

Whether the question of “choice” is appropriately separated from the question of “nature 
vs. nurture”, or whether it is naively phrased, | usually respond with a much more pertinent 
question: “Why do you ask?” The only people who care are the ones with an agenda in 
mind, whether it is to vilify or vindicate homosexuality. As a society, we are facing some 
fundamental issues in human rights and getting bogged down in trying to determine the 
causes of sexual attraction can only obscure the root problem with irrelevant details. That 
is: are there any individual, cultural, or societal characteristics—whether caused by genetics, 
environment, or personal choice—that justify discrimination and the denial of civil rights to 
a segment of the population? This is the base issue with which civilization just can’t seem to 
come to grips, even though the answer looks so obvious. All the other questions of cause 
and effect are inconsequential compared to humanity’s continuing struggle for equality. W

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~ It was an odd bit of fortune that the much- 
debated G8 Summit was taking place the first 
time | slipped Ember Swift’s latest release, 
Stiltwalking, into my CD player. Known as 
much for her socio-political opinions as her 
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musical talent, Swift is the type of “conscience 
artist” that tends to scare people off from a 
distance. However, those to take the time to 
listen and investigate (it doesn’t take along for 
the penny to drop), discover that she is more 
than a mouthpiece with a few lyric sheets 
clenched in her raised fist. Ember Swift is a 
musician with a conscience, not a conscience 
with a “musician” attached to it (the latter 
being the type most of us desperately try to 
tune out). 


In Swift’s world, lyrics are lyrics and not just 
words pressed into service against the 
background of music—and the music she 
performs is catchy, canny and extremely well 
played. Even if you don’t agree with what 
she’s saying, you'll still respond to the infec- 
tious beats and melodies she picks with which 
to “play” her audience. The real hook on 
Stiltwalking is Swift’s silky, nimble voice, the 
spoonful of sugar that helps the bitter pill of 
social consciousness/commentary go down. 
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The album kicks off with Include My Food, 
a delicious debate over the “politics” of food 
set against a dexterously played background 
of rollicking hyper-funk. Right behind it is Ten 
Feet Tall, which features doo-wop girls 
supporting Swift on a piano-rich tune that 
fairly drips with informed (read: cynical) 
romance. Think Alicia Keyes with a brain and 
unshaven armpits. Swift continues on her 
road of folksy frolic (scenery ever changing) 
until she makes an abrupt and amazing detour 
on a cut entitled Boinked. This particular song 
is a standout, a testament to this artist's versa- 
tility and—better still—the fact that she 
doesn’t take herself to seriously. Boinked is a 
vampy, campy number reminiscent of those 
heard in the cabarets of pre-World War II 
Berlin, complete with percussion and a saucy 
violin. It is the narrator’s tale of attending the 
wedding of an ex and informing the other 
guests that she had, in fact, “boinked the 


bride”. The lyrics are great, the music 
fabulous and the delivery, as always, bang-on. 
It’s a real hoot. Swift’s humorous side appears 
again on The Underwear Song, a flamenco- 
inspired ditty focused almost entirely on an 
“underwear crisis”. It is the second-last selec- 
tion on a collection of songs that really does 
seem to end all too quickly. 


As an artist, Ember Swift has been in fairly 
constant contact with those who support her 
music, and she makes sure that everyone she 
deals with is kept in the loop of what she’s up 
to at any given moment. Having kept an eye 
on her for some years now, | have noted and 
applauded the progress she has made as both 
a musician and an industry personality. With 
the release of Stiltwalking, it’s clear that 
Ember Swift doesn’t need a pair of height- 
enhancing poles to stand head and shoulders 
above her peers. Keep standing tall, Ms 
S...we'll be watching. W

HIV/AIDS, sexually transmitted diseases [STDs] and prostate or colon cancer are all 
of concern. Five of the ten questions for your doctor suggested by the Gay & 
Lesbian Medical Association in the United States refer to these health issues. 


Certainly at the top of the list is HIV/AIDS and safer sex. Indeed if you think of 
the fact that HIV has to be transmitted through the blood or semen of and infected 
person to your blood system, the anus with its many blood vessels is an ideal place 
for infections to occur. Hence, the continual message for protected sexual inter-

A light came on at the International AIDS Conference in Barcelona, Spain, recently. 
Something that most of the world has known for quite some time: of all the people 
who are infected with HIV around the world, gay men compromise a small 
percentage. Indeed at a conference such as this, gay men tend to be somewhat invis- 
ible. 


Perhaps the saddest part of that statement is that when something progressive and 
proactive could have been done, most of the world—including our western govern- 
ments—stood by and did very little. AIDS was stigmatized as a gay disease which 
seemed to justify inaction, and unfortunately many people and governments are still 
under the shadow of that misconception. 


It is estimated that of the twenty million [yes, 20,000,000] who have died from 
AIDS around the world, just under one million of those have been men who have sex 
with men. Today, estimates of HIV infections are in the neibourhood of fifty million 
people around the world. In Canada, infection rates—while having decreased slightly 
in the mid-'90s—are once again on the rise. 


That does not mean that we will all be attending monthly funerals again. VVhat it 
means is that more people will be living longer because of the advances in treatment 
for a much longer time. With that reality comes the fact that HIV is becoming 
increasingly entrenched as a part of our daily lives. We see this as the incidences of 
“barebacking” [anal sex with no condom] is reported on the rise and new infection 
rates have increased correspondingly. 


Treatments have indeed come a long way. At the Barcelona conference, data was 
presented pointing to the successes of drugs and new treatments that are in devel- 
opment and initial trials for controlling the levels of HIV in a persons’ blood system. 


Short of consistent and correct use of condoms and not sharing injection equip- 
ment, what strategies do we use to stop the spread of HIV within our community? 
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That is a difficult question. Perhaps the first step is to not accept HIV infection as < 


course. The health of the tissue there is a significant factor in preventing transmis- 
sion. Hemorrhoids, tears or insufficient lubrication significantly increase the risk of 
HIV infection. 


While condoms can protect us from many STDs, the statistics show that many are — 
not following this basic rule of thumb when it comes to their sexual activity. Syphilis, — 


herpes, gonorrhea, chlamydia, Hepatitis A/B and anal warts all need to be on the radar 


screen. Indeed, something as annoying and treatable as anal warts can lead to an 
increased chance of future anal cancers. You need to know about these and think of 


them when it comes to overall anal health. 


Of course, we cannot forget the prostate! | think that all men squirm when they 
think of the digital exam...’you will feel a bit of pressure and discomfort’,are words 
we have all heard from our physician. If last week's trick is the only person you have 
heard this from lately, it is time that you brought the subject during with your next ——_ 


physical exam! 
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So, although seemingly minor, pink tissue can be a reminder of something very 


important. For people who are HIV positive, the inconvenience of an STD can : SS | 


become a major complication. Longer treatment sometimes, more side effects from 
the treatments and a worse chronic stage to some are the impact of an immune 
system already under seige. : 


Each one of us has to remember to keep anal health at the top of ‘our list. — 


Sometimes we need to remind our physicians and this can sometimes be more diffi- 
cult if the subject or the area is something you avoid discussions around. Cultural 
competencies, gender identity, ethnicity and economic factors impact this area of 


wellness like any others...but that does not change the end result if we letit slip! W

changing focus of programs in public health and in community organizations away _

The impact of that change in focus is now being seen once again in North America 
and in Canada as infections among young gay men, those just coming out and men _ 
who have sex with men are on the rise. Barebacking is not a new phenomenon. 
Throughout the development of this disease, we have seen new infections of HIVin 


the gay community from unprotected sexual intercourse. But the message has dimin- 
ished in intensity, resulting in fewer targeted programs and in many cases absence of 
prevention and education programs for gay men. : 


It is quite easy to sit back in judgment and pretend that we cannot understand how © 


anyone would have unprotected sexual intercourse. One only needs to look at — 


smoking cessation, birth control or drinking and driving programs to know that 


behavior change needs sustained and continual reinforcement to be effective. Safer 


sex is no different, yet in some way we expect it to be. 


One reality perhaps is that like the early ‘80s, we need to find new ways to stop — 
the spread of HIV in our community. Those outside our community have their focus 
elsewhere. There are a few isolated programs in some of the larger metropolitan 


centers across Canada targeted at gay men; however, for many years prevention and 
education programs for gay men have been phased out by changing funding priorities. 


So, indeed the light has come on... but once again, we have to ask if anybody is 3

Poetry is a bitch. Or at least it can be. 
As the nobler and more demanding 
literary cousin of prose-fiction, in its 
worst humour it is aloof, overly 
emotional and stubbornly uncommunica- 
tive. On its best behaviour—or when 
drawn out of a funk by skilled hands—it 
is like a disembodied spirit, restlessly 
moving from reader to reader sharing 
memories and imparting wisdom. It is at 
these times when it can also be a source 
of great joy. 


Joy is not the cornerstone in the work 
of Nancy Jo Cullen, but memory and 
wisdom both figure prominently in her 
debut collection of poetry entitled 
Science Fiction Saint. Though the mood in 
many of her poems is that of comfortable 
melancholy, it never strays to bitterness 
or regret, two things that will, almost 
always, alienate a reader. 


Cullen like they are 
marionettes—even when tied into some 
kind of structure they are light and full of 
life. Her touch is both gentle and strong, 
and her editing instinct is assured and 
ruthless in the way that only non-fiction 
can be.

or two, Cullen manages to spin out entire 
lifetimes and stories with apparent ease, 
releasing just enough information to 
evoke emotions but never impose them. 
She knows when to set boundaries for 
her work, drumming a rhythm against 
them occasionally and, at times, letting 
them “run free” as the situation dictates. 


Cullen’s emotions throughout the 
book are raw, unfiltered and unstruc- 
tured, though the work is never sloppy. 
There is also a strong indication that the 
poet has reached a point in her life when 
she’s ready to share part of herself; even 
the most difficult subjects do not feel like 
they have been prematurely released 
upon the page. Her light touch, even with 
the heaviest of topics, makes the work 
palatable and therefore more effective in 
terms of communication. Even when the 
poems do not seem to “make sense” in 
the strictest meaning, they possess a 
sensibility that strikes a chord deep 
within the gut, and then resonates 
through the heart and head. To explain 
this feeling is impossible; to experience it 
is sublime. 


In a world far too occupied with the 
ridiculous, Nancy Jo Cullen has offered us 
a chance to encounter the sublime, 
through the experiences she has had 
herself and so generously agreed to 
share. In her hands, poetry is not a bitch, 
but a gentle and trusting friend willing to 
bare her soul for the benefit of others.

Youthful indiscretion

| was stunned to read the results of a recent survey on the front page of CNN.com. 


_ The survey revealed that seventy-five per cent of American gay and bisexual youth who 


were infected with HIV were unaware that they had contracted the virus. The results were 
presented at the International AIDS Conference in Spain for analysis and discussion. Some 
experts fear that the survey indicates a resurgence of the epidemic in the United States. 


_ The survey also showed that the lack of HIV awareness among youth was three times 


more common than previous estimates. Furthermore, young people who were HIV 
positive may have spread the virus to others unknowingly. With all of the efforts to slow 
the spread of AIDS, the results of this survey appear to be a real setback for the gay 
community. Why is this occurring, should gay youth be concerned and what can be done 
about it? 


There are several reasons why HIV rates have recently increased among gay youth. 
When initially experimenting with their sexuality, many gay and bisexual males have unpro- 
tected sex. This risky behavior occurs for a variety of reasons. Adam, a youth from 
Calgary, had an unprotected first experience. 
“My first time | didn’t use a condom and | was 
really worried until | was tested. At the time | 
knew it was wrong, but | wasn’t listening to my 
conscience.” This type of activity is fueled by 
the assumption that young people have a low 
risk of obtaining HIV because they have had 
only a few partners. Young people often feel 
invincible from negative consequences, and HIV is no exception. Additionally, youth in small 
cities and rural areas may believe that AIDS is primarily contained within major urban 
‘centres and has not reached their community.

Another major reason why HIV is on the rise among youth is the fact that many sexually 


active individuals are uneducated about sexual health and safe sex practices. Furthermore, 


gay youth have not experienced the devastation of AIDS firsthand. “We are unaware of 


the risk. The youth of today have never truly seen someone die of AIDS and the majority 


‘does not understand the disease. It is a problem that attacked a gay generation above us,” 
says William from Ottawa. All of these reasons have contributed to the increase of HIV 


among young gay and bisexual males. 


With HIV on the rise in gay youth, testing is an integral component of living a healthy 
sexually active lifestyle. However, taking the initiative to get tested and waiting for the 
results can be intimidating. Steve, a gay youth from Ottawa, went for his first HIV test at 
the age of eighteen. “It was nerve wracking,’ recalls Steve. “But it was definitely worth 
going through to find out my status. Now going for testing has become a lot easier” But 
why should gay youth be concerned about HIV? Tested or not, each person either has or 
doesn’t have HIV. The test does not change your status one way or the other. What will 
change, however, is your attitude. Going for a regular HIV test increases awareness of your 
sexual health and encourages safe sex practices. Jason from Vancouver gets tested every 
six months. He believes regular HIV tests are important to feeling self-confident. “It’s my 


- life, it's my health,” he says. “It’s better to know for your frame of mind.” Not only does 


; 


testing demonstrate concern for your wellbeing, it also shows consideration for the health 
of your partner. 


Although the survey results are disappointing, much can be done. Education remains the 
single most important approach to allow gay youth to make informed decisions about their 
sexual practices. Educational programs about sexual health and resources for gay and 
bisexual youth should be expanded and become widely available. Access to anonymous 
HIV testing centers should be located in all regions, not exclusively in major centers. 
Additionally, it is important for youth to have a group of friends or support group in which 
open discussion of sexuality can occur. Sexually active youth owe it to themselves and 
their partners to be checked for sexually transmitted diseases regularly. W
